The Last March of the “Brav’ 
General,” 


Gen. Boulanger Shoots Himself on 
‘tthe Tomb of His Mistress. — 


Depressed by Reverses and His Mis- 
| tress’s Death. 


His Friends Rapidly Leaving Him—The 
Step Contemplated by Him for 
Some Time Past—Excite- 
ment in Paris. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BrussExs, Sept. 830.—Gen. Boulanger 
committed suicide here this morning. 
The suicide occurred at the tomb of 
Mme. de Bonnemain, his mistress, who 
died here recently. 

Boulanger committed suicide about 
noon. He stood alone by the side of the 
grave of his mistress for some time 
when an attendant, who stood near by, 
suddenly heard asharp report in that 
direction. Rushing to the spot the at-. 
tendant found Gen. Boulanger lying 
dead upon the ground with the revolver 
clenched inhis right hand. An exami- 
nation of the body showed that the 
dead man had placed the weapon to 
his right ear and fired the shot. 

The affair caused great excitement 
here andsome commotion among the 
General's followers in Paris. The police 
and dead man’s friends here have taken 
possession of his lodgings. 

His general position, financially and 
politically, has been getting blacker 
recently. He had no hg es for the 
future, and his remaining friends were 
few and becoming colder as the once 
famous general dropped more and more 
out of public ¢notice. There is no 
doubt that the General was conscious of 
these facts, andthey prayed upon his 
mind. Coupled with this was morbid 
love or infatuation which he had for his 
dead mistress, to whom undoubtedly he 
was greatly attached. 

The body of the dead man was taken 
to his late residence in this city. 

Paris, Sept. 30.--The suicide of Bou- 
langer caused agreat sensation here 


3 and. nothing else is talked of. -The- 


members of the Patriotic League are 
talking of giving a funeral, and they 
propose to inter his remains in France. 
lt is believed that this will lead to seri- 
ous disturbances. | 

This evening his friends admit that. 
recently he frequently openly avowed a 
desire for death, andit iseven added 
that the General, several times of late, 
maade an attempt to take his own life. 
He has consequently been watched as 
Closely as possible by friends who re- 
mained loyal. Even they, however, ap- 
pearto have grown tired of their task, 
and warned the Geuerai’s niece, and | 
the latter’s husband. The niece and 
husband arrived afewdays ago andthe 
first thing ‘they did was to cause all 
weapons to be taken away and hidden. 
Gen. Boulanger must have noticed the 
precautions and managed to secure and 
hide a pistol, with which he shot himself. 

Boulanger, according to the stories 
told this morning, made no secret of 
his weariness of life since the collapse 
of his party, and particularly so since 
the death of Mme. de Bonnemain. His 
friends now recall the fact that when 
the coffin lid finally closed over the re- 
mains of his mistress, he kept on re- 
peating aloud in heartbroken tones, 
“An revoir et a bientot.’’ Every day, 
about 4 o’clockin the afternoon, since 
herdeath, Boulanger has gone to the° 
cemetery and deposited a handsome 
floral emblem upon her grave. He 
would stay bythe grave sometimes for 
an hour, cither engaged in prayer or in 
deep thought. 

The family was surprised when this 
morning they heard him order the 
landau much earlier than usual. No- 
body, however, seems to have had the 

elt htest idea that he intended to com- 
t suicide. 
in Brussels at the 
time is one of Boulanger’s most at- 
tached adherents, His nameis Alfred 
Datins, and he came from Paris, upon re- 
ceipt of a letter from Boulanger about 
a week ago, announcing that he in- 
tended tocommit suicide at at early 
date. Dutins came to Brussells for 04 
express purpose of endeavoring to Pp 
suade the General to alter‘his mi 
Dutins and the leader had several long 
interviews, during which the former did 
his utmost to persuade the General that 
he should abandon such morbid ideas. 

The General's niece, becoming much 
alarmed after his departure this 
morning, sent for Dutins, and to- 
gether they started forthe cemetery. 
In the mg#time. General Boulanger: 
had left t@@landau at the gate of the 
cemetery, and walked slowly and calmly 
tothe tomb of Mme. Bonnemain. He 
remained there some time in deep 
thought, and was afterward seen 
slowly walking around the cemetery 
still thinking deeply. Contrary to first 
reports received of the affair, the Gen- 
eral must have walked about the cem- 
etery nearly an hour anda half before 
he returned to Mme: Bonnemain‘s tomb. 
All reports agree in the statement that 
as soon as the General reached the tomb 
the second time he immediately placed 
a pistol to his head and shot himself. 
The report of the revolver was heard 
by the coachman who was driving the 
General's landau, and by the valet who 
accompanied the suicide to the cem- 
etery. They both rushed to Mme. 
Bonnemain’s tomb, and there found the 
General quite dead, lying across the 
grave. Death must have been instan- 
taneous. 

As the police were bearing the Gen- 
eral's body away from the tomb of his, 
mistress with the intention of placing’ 
it in the landau for conveyance to Brus- 
sels, the dead man’s niece, accompanied 

~M.- Dutins-reached. the cemetery. 
The niece fainted upon hearing the 


news and Dutins’ grief at being too 
late to save the life of his friend was 
excessive. 

The corpse has been prepared for 


burial. but is only being viewed by inti- 
mate friends of thefamily. Thé latter 
unanimously desire that the funeral 
should be of the most simple order.

Some of the General's political friends 


are in faver of a public demonstration. 
The co reposes upon a table’ draped 
with black cloth. The rémainsare clad 
ina black frock coat. upon the breast of 
which are several decorations, notably 
the cross ofthe Legion of Honor con- 
ferred upon the General after he had 
been wounded in 1859 at Tu:bigo in 
Algeria when a lieutenant. The wounds 
in the temples caused by the fatal shot 
have been hidden by— of broad | 
white silk ribbon so pasted as to almost 
completely conceal the cause of death. 
The relatives persistently decline to 
furnish the public with any definite in- 
formation as to the written declarations 


which he left behind 


Boulanger left a will and a_ political 
testament in his desk. It is stated that 
the latter declares his unshaken confi- 
dénce in his party, enjoins his friends, 
to prosecute the great aims he always. 
had in view and ascribes his own death 
solely to his inconsolable grief over the 
loss of Mme. de Bonnemain. 

The funeral will probably take place 
Sunday afternoon. 

His mother, aged 86, is still firm in 


the belief her son went to the fete and [| 


has not yet returned. 

Paris, Sept. 830.—All the ev ening 
papers eontain ovituary articles but 
none with the exception of Le Jour re- 
flect upon the political aspect of the 
General's life. Le Jour says he had 
not the courage to survive her who sac- 
rificed herself for him. Le Jowr's ar- 
ticle concludes with a scathing com- 
parison between the manner of his 
death and his imperial pretenses. 

Brvssets, Sept. 30.—Shortly after 
Mme. de Bonnemain’s death Gen. Bou- 
langer’s wife wrote offering to forgive 
the General and share his exile, but her 
letter was unanswered. 

Toward the end of August, after a 
violent paroxysm of grief, Boulanger 
laboriously carved on his mistress’s 
tomb with a penknife: ‘A bientot 
Marguerite.”” From that day he was a 
changed man. He became emaciated 
and haggard almost beyond recogni- 
tion. On learning of the suicide of 
Prince Victor Bonaparte, he called and 
remained at the residence for an hour. 

A large photograph of his mistress 
was-found under his clothing next to his 
heart. - 

Paris, Sept. 80.—Le Debats says: 
‘‘Perhaps Boulanger thought tobe a 
Cesar or a Napoleon though he had 
none of their genius. Harsh words are 
needless. His miserable life ended ina 
death which was also miserable—was 
dramatic. In alllikelihood the:suicide 
was prompted by sincere feeling.” 

Le Soleil remarks: “It wasa “strange 
destiny, after living like Vitellus to die 
like Werther. ‘Yet what a splendid 
career a might have had as a 
simple soldier!

La Liberte says: ‘‘The life of a man 
who could have upset the republic had 
he chosen to agitate France to an

La Patrie says: ‘The deed was like 
that of a hero ofa novel and not like a 
heroic soldier.’’ 

Lonvow, Sept. 30.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the News telegraphs: 
‘Germany has lost one of her greatest 
foes, for he knew that the possibility of 
recovering power lay in war with Ger-. 
many.’ 

BrvussEuis, Sept. 30.—In addition to 
the photograph of Mme. de Bonnemain 
a lock of white hair, woven into the 
shape of a heart was found next to 
Boulanger’s heart. 

The General had written a long 
letter to his mother announcing his de- 
parture on along voyage and bidding 
her not to be uneasy. His remark in 
the presence of his valet: ‘‘Though I 
am abandoned by everybody, I- still 
know what to do,’’ appears to confirm 


the report that the real cause of his 


suicide was the stoppage,a few days 
ago, Of political subsidies from his sup- 
perters, indicating that his career was 
finished. 

It is rumored that the Archbishop of 
Malines has refused to authorize a reli- 
gious service on the occasion of the 
funeral of Boulanger. 

Paxis, Sept. Constans, Min- 
ister of the Interior, said he was gen- 
uinely grieved at the General's death, 
conscious that he was responsible for 
the upsetting of the popular idol by a 
packed, though legally constituted, 
tribunal.

The General 
had shown signs of consumption, of 
which Mme. de Bonnemain died. This 
knowledge, added to a taint of hered- 
itary insanity. leaves no wonder that he 
committed the rash act. 

Rome, Sept. 30.—The.news of the sui- 
cide of Boulanger caused considerable 
excitement in Italy, where he was re- 
gardedasanationalenemy. When Car- 
dinal Rompola, the papal Secretary of 
State informed the Pope of the Gener- 
al’s suicide, the Pope attered an excla- 
mation of sadness and prayed silently. 
The General’s private life placed him 
on the black books of the Vatican, yet 
his career was watched with feverish 
vigilance. 


SAN BERDOON COURTHOUSE. 
A Heavy Tax Levied by the Supervisors 
to Build It.

Judge Murphy Lets Richard 


And Declares That the Grand Jury is 
an Iliegal Body. 


A Long Decision Which He Says He 
Wrote Without Assistance. 


Chute Again Subpenacd, Also Judge Mur- 
phy—The Grand Jury will Ignore 
Murphy's Decision—Stephen 
Gage to Appear. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 
Sav Francisco, Sept. 80.—[By the As- 
soc at | Press.| Judge Murphy of the 


habeas corpus sued out by Richard 
Chute has discharged the latter from 
custody. | 

Chute, whois a well-known politician, 
on Thursday last was fined $500 and 
was sentenced to five days in the County 
Jail by presiding Judge Wallace of the 
Superior Court for ignoring the sub- 
poena of the grand jury to appear before 
them and give testimony which it is un- 
derstood was wantedin connection with 
the investigation of the scandals affect- 
ingthe last State Legislature. After 
his sentence Chute procured a writ of 
habeas corpus alleging that the grand 
jury, which had been chosen by an elisor 
appointed by Judge Wallace, was ille- 
gally constituted and had no power to 
summon him. 

Judge Murphy today. in deciding the 
habeas corpus case, ruled that he, as 
judge of concurrent jurisdiction, has 
power to decide the legal action taken 
by the presiding judge, andthe question 
atissne is one which can be decided 
under a writ of habeas corpus. He 
furthermore decides adversely the 
questions whether the system or mode 
employed by Judge Wallace in selecting 
a grand jury was legal and proper and 
whether Judge Wallace had the legal 
power to appoint an elisor. ‘The court- 
room was crowded and the decision was 
listened to by a great crowd. 

Judge Murphy devoted many pages of 
his decision to showing that any person 
unlawfully imprisoned or restrained of 
his liberty under any pretense whatever: 
may prosecute a writ of habeas corpus 
to inquire into the cause of such im- 
prisonment or restraint, *° 

He disposed of the Gauanon case by 
stating that, ‘‘The Supreme Court had 
already decided in Levy against Wilson, 
thatthe grand jury which had madea 
complaint of Gannon’s contumacious 
conduct in refusing to be’sworn before 
them, was a legal grand jury. And 
hence that being the fact. the individual 
members of the jury must be deemed to 
be officers of the court in which they 
are regularly appointed and qualified to 
exercise judicial functions for the 
investigation of offenses cognizable by 
the grand jury. Thecase of Gannon is 
clearly distinguisnable from the case at 
the bar. Therefore the Supreme Court 
held that the grand jury. whose author- 
ity he refused to recognize, was a legal 
grand jury. In the case at bar the 
very question to be determined is 
whether or not it is a legal grand jury. 

Further on in the decision the Judge 
says: ‘Iam forced to ‘the conclusion 
that under the facts in this case the pre- 
siding judge had no lawful right or 
authority to appoint Mr. Scott an “elisor 
in selecting and summoning nine sup- 
posed grand jurors, who were by him 
returned into conrt, and who were sub- 
sequently, by the presiding judge,sworn 


a part of the panel of said grand jury. 
Such being the case, it neces- 
sarily follows that the said nine 
jurors so summoned and returned by the 
elisor were never drawn or summoned 
in pursuance of law, and not being 
legally drawn or summoned, as a neces- 
sary consequence from the facts in this 
4 rand 
jurors drawn and summoned. In 
in contemplation of the law, these nine 
persons thus returned by the elisor are 
simply intruders, present in the grand 
jury room without authority, and car 
inno manner be classed as competent 
to act and serve with the ten le- 
gally drawn and summoned jurors. 
And, confessedly, it is clear that 
the ten, who were _ regularly 
drawn and summoned could not consti- 
tute agrand jury, because the grand 
jury, as heretofore shown, is. 
of nineteen.

An Elaborate Decision—The Writ of Pro- 
hibition Against Judge Wade Dismissed 
Ordinary Condemnation 
Procecdings at Issue.

San Francisco, Sep. 30.—]By the As- 
sociated Press.] An elaborate decision 
was filed today in the Supreme Court 
in the case of the Pacific Railway Com- 
pany et al. vs. Judge Wade. 

“The question disposed 


Paterson inthe opinion, which has the 
concurrence of Chief Justice Bea ty 
and Justices De Haven, Sharpstein, Har- 
rison and Garoutte, was whether a 
Superior Court Judge could appoint a 
receiver of the cable railway company 
and on that receiver’s motion granta 
right-of-way over the lines of the com- 
‘pany, whose affairs were in the hands 
of: such receivers, to a_ third 
party and assess compensation to 
be paid therefor, without -consult-~ 
ing the directors of the corporation 
in liquidation and without proceedings 
under the law of eminent domain, as 
provided in the Code of Civil Proceed- 
ure, subsequent to an attempt being 
made between the two corporations to 
arbitrate upon matters they had in 
difference. The decision holds that 
there were none of the elements of 
ordinary condemnation proceedings in- 
volved in the litigation, as there was no 
private property to be taken for public 
use, and no occasion to exercise the 
right of eminent domain, because the 
petitioners did not acquire by grany of 
its franchise any proprietary interest 
in the street. -. 

The decision says that ‘‘There can be 
no private property inthe street except 
the fee of the owner, which is held 
subject to easement as long as the pub- 
lic continues to use the street as a high- 
way. The maintenance of horse rail- 
roads and the running of cars upon the 
public streets of the city of San Fran- 
cisco designed for the carriage of pas- 
sengers is a mere special mode of using 
the highway, nothing more. The right

THE-ITATA’S BOND. 


Some Irregularities That Must be 
Corrected. 


Sureties to Arrive from San Diego To- 
we, day to Qualify. 


San Bernardino Officials isa by 
Judge Ross for Contempt. 


They will be Required to Show Cause Why 
They Interfered with the . 
Motor Road—Court 
Notes. 


Contrary to expectation the bonds 
upon which depend the release of the 
Chilean steamship Itata were not filed 
yesterday although they arrived from 
San Diego at 9 o'clock on Tuesday 
night. The reason for this was that 
the attorneys for the Government _re- 


ground that the securities thereon, 
Messrs.’E. S. Babcock and S. G. Haver- 
male of San Diego had not properly 
justified before the clerk of the District 
Court, thus giving counsel an oppor- 
tunity of satisfying themselves as to the 
property owned by the sureties. , 

As soon as this fact was ascertained, 
the procto:s for theclaimants of the. 
vessel telegraphed down to the sure- 
ties to come up here; but Mr. Haver- 
male*being unable, through sickness, 
to leave his home, this was out of the 
question. It was then proposed ly the 
proctors that if counsel for the Govern- 
ment would go down and satisfy them- 
selves as to the qualifications of the 
sureties offered, their expenses would 
be defrayed by the claimants, but this 
did not mect with the approbation of 
the United States attorneys; and 
finally it was arranged that Mr. Bab- 
cock and another surety instead of Mr, 
Havermale. should come, up today and 
justify before Clerk Owen in accord- 
uuce Witn the requirements of counsel 
for the Government. 

CITED FOR CONTEMPT. 

In the United States Circuit Court, on 
Monday last, Judge Ross issued an order 
citing H. G. Lesher, Moses Kenniston, 
Sidney Nill, Hues Thomas, Budd West, 
F. M. Clark and G. Moesser, all of San 
3ernardino, to appear before him Octo- 
ber 3 at11 o’clock a. m. and show 
cause why they should not be punished 
for contempt of court in having inter-

the train from being derailed. 

Upon the -stopping of the train, the 
three policemen, acting under Thomas's 
instructions, in a violent manner seized 
McCrabb and forcibly put him in jail,

A Wealthy Pasadenian’s Remark- 
able Experience. 


‘4John Seott Drugged and Robbed Un- 


der Strange Circumstances. 


Rescued by One of His Friends in an 
Unconscious Condition.

in the Case, Arrested—Escape of 
His Confederate—Some Pe- 
culiar Features. 


_A queer story of crime and cussed- 
ness was dug up by the United States 
Marshal’s office yesterday, when J. B. 
Morrison was arrested oy Deputy Mar- 
shal Jenkens and locked up in the 
County Jail on a charge of imperson~ 


ating a United States officer. 


arrested; Morrison wore a five-pointed 


silver star, on which was engraved: 


“U.S. Deputy, D.,’? but what the ‘‘1. 
D.” stands for the authorities are ata 
loss to understand. 

The arrest grew out of the following 
singular story: 

Last Friday night John Scott, a 
wealthy old man who lives in Pasadena 
and keeps a room at the Crystal Palace, 
as he is often in town, started for this 
city. Near Garvanza his wagon or 
buggy capsized andthe next thing he 
knew he was in his room with a queer 
man standing guard over him. 


He would probably have been there 
till now had it not been for a visit Mor- 


rison made to Pasadena for the purpose

One ui the gentlemen visited by Mor- 
risou was Dr. Hodge, Mr. Scott’s physi- 
cian. The Doctor became inquisitive

a note toold man Scott’s attendant 
- which reads as follows:

' Dr. Hodge at once started for Los An- 
geles,and when he reached old man 


-Scott’sroom he found him incharge of 
' Martin, who is supposed | to be Morri- 
son's confederate. 


Martin read the note and disappeared 
and has not since been seen, although 
both the police and deputy marshals 
are looking for him and hope to cap- 


_ ture him in a few days. 


Mr. Scott was in an unconscious. state 
when Dr. Hodge arrived, and his symp- 
toms went to show that he had been 
drugged. He was in a badstate, but

ever completely revolutionize scientific 
thought, as it proposes to do, depends, 
of course, on the amount of truth which 
underlies the theory, and the convinc- 
ing character of its demonstrotions. 
The main points of the theory are 
strongly presented in a paper read be- 
fore the Chautauqua Society of History 
and Natural Sciences last March by 
Henry Raymond Rogers, M. D., of Dun- 
kirk, N.Y. Dr. Rogers says: 
It is well known that the earth is a mag. 
net. It hasa magnetic axis, with a north 
or positive pole, and a south or negative 
pole.. The sun isalso a magnet with axis 
and poles. Its axis has an inclination of 
744 degrees. Its north pole is directed 
towards the earth in September and its 


south pole in March. Inferentially, all 
celestial worlds are magnets. . Re 
reasonable to suppose that the millions of 
dynamo-magnet stars ‘polarized in im- 
mensity’ are endued with such mighty 
powers for actual use. This being self-evi- 
dent. it becomes one of the most momentous 
facts in the whole realm of science, since, 
consequently, the whole subject of 
physics must: now of necessity ‘be 
transferred to the fleld of electrical 
science. In this electrical field, all 
physical phenomena became interpretable, 
leaving in doubt no element in the problem 
of the universe. The powers of the celes- 
tial dynamos cannot be employed upon the 
empty space in which they move. therefore 
they must reach out to, and include intheir 
operations, all celestial neighbors. In this 
fact is found the grandest kind of a anity, 
viz., a positive electrical interrelationship, 
a true kind of sympathy between all worlds. 

If the power of a magnet may be judged 
by its dimensions, what must be the mag- 
netic force of the earth, containing. as it 


does, 250,000,000,000 cubic miles of mat- 
ter? Again, the power embodied in a mass 
in motion is estimated by multiplying its 
velocity in feet per minute by its weight in 
pounds. 

Dr. Rogers then proceeds to trace the 
analogy between electricity and mag- 
netism, quoting Faraday to the effect 
that they are identical so far as experi- 
ment can show. He mizht go further 
and show that magnetism is but a mani- 
festation of an electrie current in rota- 
tion. The dynamo is constituted essen- 
tially of two parts—first, a revolving 
armature, and, second, stationary mag- 
nets. The armature, revolving with 
great velocity within, the field of force 
of the magnets, but not toucaing them, 
develops electricity in the armature, 
which passes off in the conducting rim. 
Extending this principle to the celestial 
field, we reach the inference that the 
starry worlds, whirling with inconceiv- 
able velocity in space, evolye between 
them electrical currents in great cos- 
‘Mmical circuits. The sun and earth, re- 
volving on their axes and in their orbits, 
become actually vast electrical ma-. 


of which currents pass instantaneously 
and incessantly to and fro between these 
bodies. 


Though the sun is separated from the 
earth py the distance of 93,000,000 
miles, yet electrical currents traverse 
that immensity of space with as perfect 
facility as if those bodies ‘stood side by 
side. Thus space becomes virtually an- 
nihilated, and vacuum (so called) proves 
to be the most favorable condition for 
electrical transmission. To this circuit 
is attributed the phenomena of heat. 
light, all forms of animal and vegetable 
life, and all physical phenomena mani- 
fested atthe sun orearth, 

Since electricity is thus the essence, or 
soul, ofall force and all worlds, and since 
ncither force, worlds, nor even life itself 
could exist fora moment except through 
the operation of the electrical prin-

THE RIVAL STREET RAILWAYS. | 

A Decision of the supreme Court Sustain- 
ing Jadge Wade. 

The Supreme Court vesterday decided 
the question raised by Receiver Crank 
of thecable rajlway as to the power of 
Judge Wade to. fk the compensation 
which theelectric ¢ompariy should pay 
for the use of the cable road's tracks in 
all places where it will have to run over 
them. The decision affirms the right of 
Judge Wade to do this in such manner 
as he may determine. He can hear the 
}testimony and decide it himself, or leave 
ittoa jury. The decision virtually set- 
t es the legal points in the controversy 
between the electric company and the 
receiver, andeven if the cable road 
goes into the hands of the reorganized 
company in a few days, as is expected, 
this question cannot again be raised. 

The Pacific Rolling Mill Company is 
pushing forward the work on the _elec- 
tric road and expects to have its con- 
tract, including the East Los Angeles 
line, completed by January 1, ifthe 
electric company has the bridge across 


time. When thisis done the two com- 
panies will have about thesame mileage 
and practically thesame earning capac- 
ity, for allthe horse lines of the cable 
company will be electrotized. 

The gross earnings of all the street- 
car lines in this city are about $1700 
per day, representing the carriage of 
34,000 passengers. . With the Vernon 
line, Maple avenue and Univers:ty lines 
operated by electricity, the bus- 
iness will probably increase to 
$2000 per day, or $750,000 per an- 
num. Experts give the cable company 
$1000 per day and the electric com- 
pany $900 of these earnings. If these 
figures are realized at once, the annual 
increase which has marked all improve- 
ments in street railway service and 
facilities will soon bring the earnings 
up to 82500 per dav or $912,500 per 
year. This gross sum; may not be equal 
to the anticipations or the desires of 
the two companies, but ags,each of the 
roads can be operated for about $200,- 
000 per annum, therewili be lefta 
sufficient margin to pay interest on a 
reasonable bonded cebt. If there is 
not, the city will have the benefit of 
more miles of street car lines for its 
area, than any other city in the world.

RAUM’S DEMAND. 


The Pension Commissioner Wants 


Three Clerks Dismissed. 


He Claims They Have Been Plotting 
to Injure His Character. 
They Charge Raum with Attempting 
| to Sell ‘His Influence. 


Offering to Secure Them Promotion 
Through His Father—Gen. Raum 
Declares the Charges Against 

Son are Untruc.

WasHincton, Sept. 80.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Pension Commissioner 
Raum has demanded the dismissal of J. 
Edgar Engle of Pennsylvania, F. M. 
Taylor of Illinois and Edward Howard of 
Connecticut, clerks of the Pension Bu- 
reau; alleging that they are plotting to 
injure his character and compel his res- 
ignation. 


It is understood that the immediate 
cause of Raum’s action is the recent fil- 
ing by Engle and Howard of afftdavits 
charging Raum with attempting to ob- 
tain money from them in consideration 
of his influence with his father in secur- 
ing their promotion.

A WRIT OF ERROR. 


The First Issued by tae Supreme Court 
Since 1879. 

- San Francisco, Sept. 30.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The first writ of 
error issued by the Supreme Court since 
the adoption of the Constitntion in 
1879 was ordered issued this afternoon 
in the case of F. H. Widher against the 
Superior Court of San Joaquin county 
and Judge Budd. 7 ree 

It appears that certain creditors of 
W. W. Stockwell petitioned the San 
Joaquin County Court in February last 
to adjudicate him insolvent. ‘hree 
days afterthe filing of the creditors’ 
petition the debtor/filed his own peti- 
tion, whereon he was immediately ad- 
judged insolvent, Stockwell having 
ten days in which to amend the credit- 
ors’ petition, he filed his voluntary pe- 
tition to defeat the order of adjudica- 
tion on the creditors’ petition. Judge 
Budd refused to adjudicate Stockwell 
insolvent upon the crediotrs’ peti- 
tion and also permitted the secured 
creditors to vote for an assignee in the 
amount of their securedclaims. Hence 
the writ of error, which was granted by 
the Supreme Court upon the grounds 
that it has appellant jurisdiction in in- 
solvency, although the errors committed 
by Judge Budd were not appealable and 
the writ of review will not reachthe 
errors. 

The decision in this case will be 
awaited with great interest by the mer- 
cantile world of California.

To Eucourage Gold Imports. 

Sept. 30.—Tae Director 
ofthe Mint, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, has issued 
instructions to the superintendent of 
the assay office in New York that in 
cases of deposits of foreign gold or bars 
that such approximation of value as in 
the discretion of the superintendent 
may be regarded safe, not to exceed 90 
per cent. of the value, may be paid 
pending the melt and assay. 

The purpose of this regulation is to 
encourage, as far as can be legally done 
by the Government, the importation of 
foreign gold into the United States by 
allowing importers the spot-cash value 
for foreign gold as soon as received, in- 
stead of requiring them to wait while 
deposits were being melted and the ex- 
act gold determined.
